Continuation of the Investigation of the 
Bribery Business—Tom Rohan on the 
Stand—Interview With Superintend- 
ent Cochran—Delegate Pat Brennan’s 
Pieture—No Real Desire to Push the 
Investigation. 


The committee of investigation of the House of 
Delegates were to have met this morning at 9 
o’cluck, but when a Post-DisPATCH reporter 
walked into the Clerk’s office at that hour, the 
messenger boy and the rain that beat against the 
windows were the only indcations that there 
was any life about the premises. Before many 
minutes elapsed Delegates Kaiser, Alt, Scha- 
wacker, Marriott, Davis, Brurggeman and Speak- 
er Walsh appeared. Senator O’Brieu strolled in, 
and after him came the clerks and a number of 
newspaper men, Messrs. W. L. B. G. Allen, A. 
Kerr and Jim Hardy. Three members of the 
committee being present the re, was every reason 
to believe that the investigation would go on, 
but Judge Davis held things back 
forthe arrival of Mr. Slevin, That gentlemaao 
not arriving, Judge Davis at a quarter to 10 


o’clock called the — omer. 


was the first witness put on. Ae testified that he 
knew Mr. Cochran of the Brush Association. 
Cochran came to him and told him thatthe elec- 
tric wire bill had passed the Upper House and had 
been laid over inthe Lower, Witness had been 
doing all the iron work of the association, and 
when asked if he knew any of the delegates said 
that he did; he knew and thought he had influence 
with Mr. Brennan. This conversation oc- 
curred on the street. Wituess tola Mr. Cochran 
that he thought Breunau would vote for tne bill. 
He went to see Brennan at Brennan’s office. He 
asked him what he thought about voting tor the 
bill. Brennan said he would like to see some of 
the officers of the association. The witness took 
Mr. Cochran to Brennaa’s office. He did not 
know what Cochran said to him. Sullivan aud 
McAllister were present, After awhile they all 
went across the street to the saloon. They there 
alked about the bill. Brennan said he knew the 
witoess well and had known bim for a long time. 
Rohan did not remember that anything 
was said about bricklaytux, except that Brennan 
was a bricklayer. Witness went away with 
Cochran. If there was apy conversation between 
Cochran and Brennan, it must have been at a 
table in wituess’presence. Witoess was not sure, 
but thought he got up and went away for about 
five minutes. Witness was closely examined 
here as to the relative positions of himself 
Cochran and Brennan in the saloon, but his 
memory Was poor. Cochran wild Bren- 
an that U the bill passea 
there would be plenty of work for men in the 
city. Witness did not hear Brennan say whether 
he would support or oppose the bill. He did not 
say he controlled any momber of the House. Tue 
only “consideration” witness heard taiked about 
was that he, witness, should gei the iron work. 
He did not hear Brennan ask for any money to 
“trate the boys“ with. He did not hear Brenuau 
meution the mames of any delegates except in ex- 
planation. of who the men in the of- 
fice were, and these names were 
Sullivan and McAllister. He did not hear any- 
thing about $25 or $100 for a vote, and did not be- 
lieve that it could have been said. When the 
witwess met Brennan on the street and Brennan 
said he wauted to see the vfficers, witness had no 
particular impression as to whether Breunan was 
for or against the bill; witness aid aot Know that 
he said to Mr. Cochran that Breanae was not in- 
clined to vote tor the bill. That he could not re- 
member. 
sion. He never told Mr, Cochran that Brenaan 
said there was an obstacie lu the way.

MR. J. M. WHITMAN 

was the next witness. He sald be was a news- 

paper man now, and was on the Globe-Democrat. 
He knew McChesney ; he knew who Judge Terry 
was. About the “Schawacker Sold” item he knew 
that the body of the article was street rumor. 
He first knew that it was street rumor shortly 
after the adjournment of the 
last session of the House of Delegates. 
He had a.conversation with Warten F.McChesney 
about this matter, the day after the first riot at 
Cincinnati. It was after the igt of April. He did 
not think he ever had a conversation with Judge 
Terry. At the last meeting of the last session be 
talked with a number of delegates about the mat- 
ter; Judge Terry migut have been one of them; 
Schawacker was one; Slevin was one; he did not 
know who the ‘others were; thé cotversation 
with Schawacker was this: Witness told bim 
they hud a bad gag on him: ‘he asked 
witness what was meant. The witness said 
the boodle racket,” and began to question Scha- 
wacker. Schawacker became angry, and int 
mated that he was insulted, It was very di- 
cult to repeat a conversation of that kind, as so 
many questions were asked. Witness asked 
Schawacker if he had made any agreement to vote 
for the Forest Park bill, the cable road bill, the 
Missouri extension bill and electric light Dill. 
Schawacker said it was all a 
a—<d e. When asked about the 
“poodle racket“ Schawacker positively denied it; 
he Ku ewnothing of any member of fhe House ask- 
ing for reward or consideration in money for 

passing & bill; he never heard reputable citizens 
say that “these fellows are all on the make.” Mr. 

Whitmang said his acquaintance cousisted of 
newspaper men nearly altegether. Outside of 
ihem he cowldn’t recall the names of any other 
respectabie citizens from whom he had heard 
charges against the House. Judge Davis Ws 
very solemn and impressive in this part ot the 
examination and demanded the names dramatic- 
ally, picking flaws in the witness’ language occa- 

sionally. The witness could not name all the 

persops*who made these remarks, The Judge 
then asked for more names of newspaper 
men. Witness said he had heard Frank O’Neili 
ot the Post-DisPATCH Say 80. ‘the parties, 
witness was inclined to think, claimed to have 
personal knowleage of what they said. The wit 

ness here had a discussion as to what personal 
knowledge meant, witness thinking that when 
one got certain information from a man about un- 
other and he believed the man to be truthful then 
he had personal knowledge. Witness was 
asked if he was the person who conveyed 
a message from McChesney to Terry. Mr. Slevin 
then asked witnessif he knew anything more 
aboutthe House than what he heard on the 
street, Witness said hedid not. He did not 
know who the person was that conveyed the mes- 
sage from McChesney to Terry. Mr. Brueggeman 
asked witness about the conversation he had with 
MeChesncy. Witness said he went to McChesney’s 
office, saw him on the strevt and in the Laclede 
Hotel. McCuesney said that the Schawacker 
matter was, he supposed, an April fool joke. Mr. 
Whitman was askea about his brother. He said 
his brother was 15 years of age, and that he was 
now in Canton, Onio, aud bad been there for a 
week; the boy was connected with a paper in this 
city; witness Küew Where his brother had been

MR. ANDREW KERR 
of the firm of Kerr & Allen was next examined. 
He said that he bad never been approached by 
any member of the House on the subject of vot- 
ing for a bil fora consideration. Just at this 
point Mr. Thompson, who is representing Scha- 
Wacker as an attorney aud who has done a great 
aeal of cross-exumiping, made a speech to the 
committee telling what he thought was the right 
sort of testimony the committee should receive, 
He talked at great length as to the illegality of 
all testimony that came from a witness who had 
only hearsay knowledge of events, Mr. Slevin 
thought Mr. Thompson's position was well taken 
and suggested that hereafter only matters of per- 
sonal knowledge be testified. Judge Davis then 
annouuced that his theory of the examination 
was to develop witnesses first and then call the 
witnesses. Mr. Thompson rose up from his easy 
chair again and said he didn’t propose to fight 
every rumor that was brought up. He would 
then have to fight the world, a task which 
he confessed himself unequal to. There was a 
great deal of discussioh on thé subject, it being 
finally agreed that he reafter street rumors should 
not gointo the record. Mr. Kerr was then taken 
up again. He said no member Mad ever ap- 
proached him. The committee was about to dis- 
miss him when the representative of the Posrt- 
DISPATCH asked permission to puta few ques- 
tions to the witness. This was objected to by 
Mr. Brueggemann of the committee, The reporter 
then gave information to Judge Davis upon 
which to base the following questions: 

Were you ever approached by a man pretending 
to represent a member of the House of Dele- 
gates? 

A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Were you ever approached by a relative of 
a certain member of the House who asked for 
compensation for a delegate’s vote? ~ 

A.—No, sir. x 

Mr. Kaiser—Whatis your opinion of the mem- 
bers of the House ot Delegates? 

AI have fuund them to be gentlemen, every 
one of them. 

Mr. W. V. Byars was then put on the stand. He 
said he was a newspaper man and knew several 
members of the House of Delegates. He had no 
personal knowledge of the bribery of members. 
He did not remember that he ever saidto Mr, 
Whitman that the House of Delegates was on the 
make; stated that it was his belief that there 
were some of the members of the House who 
were on the make; would state pow if it was at all 
pertinent to the matter, that it was his belief that 
some of the members were onthe make. His 
belief was caused dy the course of municigal leg- 
isiation. He did not like to involve all the mem- 
bers of the House, because be knew there were 
some excéptions, The ttee was staggered 
at this and conferred together for awhile in whis- 
pers. There was another moment of silence, and 
then Judge Davis anuounced, “You may go, sir,” 
evidently not desiring to pursue the investigation 
any further.

The members all tacitly agreed 
that, as the managers of a cable road scheme had 
agreed to give them a nice little excursion to 
Chicago to inspect the cable system of cars there, 
aud as the excursion started to-night,they had bet- 
ter adjourn immediately, in order that they could 
get shaved before the train left. “I want to get 
shaved before I go,” Judge Davis remarked. 
After some discussion it was coucitided to ad- 
burn over until Monday morning at 9 
o'clock, and an adjournment was so 
nau, the hour being 11:30 a. mi.

WERE CONDUCTED VEBY CAREFULLY. 

The questions were put in a» cautious,, careful 
manner,and at timesthe chairman mentally 
poised hbhaself before putting aquery. Mr. W. 
L. B. G. Allen’s examimfation was very carefully 
conducted, and after he had negatived certain 
questions . he was permitted to de- 
part, Mr E. TI. Allen gave almost 
the same testimony yesterday before finaily a 
shrewdly put question opened the lead on Dele- 
gate Brennan. Then followed tne deluge. Tuis 
morning Judge Davis asked each witness three 
or four straight questions, and then referred 
them te the balance of the committee, who asked, 
once in awhile,a trivial question, or one which 
bad already been answered. The choking-off 
process was brought to a fine point when Scha- 
wacker’s attorney rose to his feet and asked that 
no hearsay testimony be allowed; that witnesses 
be examined only as to what they 
“personally knew” about delegates, and 
not about what they had heard, 
This. rule was unanimously adopted, as 
the hearsay testunony was considered trivial. 
Judge Davis conducted the examination in an ad- 
mirable manner yesterday, it being his desire to 
get hold of witnesses who could testify to a per- 
sonal knowledge of corruption. But to-day bis 
questions were put slowly and carefully, and with 
a show of dignity that was exceeding- 
ly impressive. And when Sehawacker’s 


corrupt work could be suppressed, the committee 
quickly adopted it. 

The examination dropped right there. When 
Mr. Kerr was asked the usual questions he re 
plied slowly and hesitatingly,saying that his part- 
ner, Mr. Allen, couid teil about the mat 
ters asked. He was about to de 
dismissed when a Post-DIspaTcH reporter 
requested permission to put a few questions to 
him. This request wasdenied. Then the Post- 
DISPATCH man endeavored to give some informa- 
tion to Judge Davis upon which the Judge could 
base a number of questions, but he was inter- 
rupted and the proceeding objected to. Judge 
Davis said that he was willing to receive the in- 
formation and ask the questions and did so, after 
spending three minutes in framing the questions, 
Mr. Kerr gave a negative answer to each question. 
When he left the stand he was asked by a per- 
sonal friend why he did not tell what he kuew, 
and he repliea that he was not asked. 
Mr. Kerr is the senior mem ber 
ot the firm of Kerr & Allen, contractors, and has 
a deep interest in securing the good opiuion of 
members of the House, owing to the fact that he is 
benefited dy some of the pubtic improvement bills 
that pass the Assembiy. It is the general impres- 
sion that the committee does not want to bring 
out too many facts, and certainly this impression 
was justified by this morning’s proceedings.

His speeches are two-minute 
affairs, w which he starts Vigoreusly and winds 
up ingloMously. He is as full of (role at timegas 
a young colt, and on these ovcasions becomes the 
jester of the House. Mr. Brennan s lack of sa 
ty is greatly to blame in the matter of his being 
caugbt. His fellow members should have civen 
him pointers.

The St. Bernard Controversy. 

While the subject of St. Bernards is warm the 
following communication to the American Field 
wilt be found Interesting: 

3 ZURICH, SWITZERLAND. 

EDITOR AMERICAN FIELD:—A dispute about 
St. Bernard dogs has been carried on for some 
time between German aud Swiss kynologues, in 


the German paper Der Hund. The discussion 
came to an end r because the German 
party, Who began the dispute, failed to furnish 
an auswertothe Swiss arguments; instead of 
doing so, they now relate to their countrymen all 
kinds of wonderful stories concerning English- 
bred St. Bernard dogs. Besides, a German, Mr. 
M. G. Lang, who also took active part in the 
dispute, now tries every possible .manger 10 dis- 
credit the real Swiss S. Bernard dogs, He had 
one long article, all against thesSwiss breed, pub- 
lished in the Awerican Field, and 1 am sorry to 
see (hat bis assertions have also appe in 
French sporting papers. This obliges me to 
make your reauers acquainted with the argu- 
ments of the German kynologues, especially 
with those of Mr. Lane. 

This.gentieman is of the 1 that for years 
past no rational breeding of St. Bernard dogs has 
been done in Switzerland, and altogether thas vo 
Swiss breeder knew what a proper St. Bernard 
dog JooKed like, stud books being out of question. 
He is of the oplujon that a dog which is not en- 
tered in a kennel stud book is to be considered as 
a mongrel, and that fer this reason the Swiss Si- 
Bernard dogs are of no use whatever. 

Mr. Lang proposes tothe Germans to aboiish 
the name St. Bernard dog altogether, and io 
adopt instead the name mountain dog (berg 
hund), Heturther bas the boldness to say that 
the celebrated St. Bernard Barry (Barry was ove 
of the vest dous the monks of St. Bernard ever 
had, and he saved the lives of over forty men io 


the mountains, during the severe suo storms), 


which is shown in the Berner Museum, was notb- 
ing else than a common “butcher dog,” such as 
there are hunareds of in Germany. The best 
reply to this is, that the prominent and well- 
kuown breeder of St. Bernard dogs, Mr. H. Schu- 
macuer, in Holligen, near Berne, always regarded 
Barry as the ideal of bis race, aud has always 
carefully bred his dogs accordingly. 

Mr. Lang further says that the only proper 
color of St. Bernard dogs is red,mixed with white, 
and that in future (!) all other specimens are to be 
rejected as being ug y. 

r. Lang aiso says that he had gone through 
the wuole of Switzerland in seareu of a genuine 
St. Bernard dog without being able to flud one; 
all of a sudden he dropped on his Ideal of such a 
dog in Eugland, tm the shape Of a class of and 
white dogs, and, probatum est, these and no oth- 
ers are the real St. Bernard dogs. 

It is only afew years age that the Germans 
hardy Knew how to class 
had brought up, and whieh they called long-hatred 
St. Beruard dogs; however, this name did not suit 
them, and suddenly they had the — thought 
to call hem Alpine dogs (Alpen b » Now, - 
day, the Swiss breeders tell them that. their long- 
haired dogs are nothing else but St. Bernards, 
wit bthe exception’ of their coats. In otner 
words, shear your long-haired dogs, and then per- 
haps you will obtain 3 — will come 
near to a St. Bernard Gog, and then you t 
have a dog that would pe of sole use tn the 
The monks of St. Bernard ofce made 
long-haired dogs, but n found out 
were of no use wha r for the purposes 
wanted them for in the Alps. 

It takes au ardent admirer of St. Bérnara dogs 
to say that ouly ared aud white one is the real 
thing, and thatadog of any oihér color ds ugly.

_ Which McChesney Did Not Serve—Ad- 
_ ditional Details of the $2,000 Offer. 


Warren F. McChesney, otherwise known as the 
arch schemer, is in that position in which men of 
hismethods least like to be. While he is fac- 

ing a jury in the Criminal Court on a chargé of 
fraud, he is undergoing an investigation at the 
-@ity Hall and helplessly awaiting the outcome of 
certain com, lications over which be has lost con- 
trol. Iu this annoying positivn he has even lost 
his self possession, and bas been guilty of some 
very foolish tactics, The special objects of his 
are Judge Wegoner and the attornevs for 
State, and his hard feeling has betrayed him 
into some bad Munders. When court adjourned 
Monday evening, McChesney wrote a subpena 
for Judge Van Wagoner. When the attorneys 
for McChesney heard of this move they promptly 
pronounced it foolishuess, which did not add any 
to the detendant's serenity. 

It took the lawvers three hours and a-balf of 
hard and rapid talking, yesterday afternoon, to 
settle whether Zach. Mitebell should be ayowed 
to tell the private conversation which be had with 
McChesney when the latter sent for him in regard 
to the $2,000 offer made to the Brewers’ Associa- 
tion. Mechesney's attorneys asserted that the 
conversation which took place in their client’s 

office, beiween him and Mitchell, was a 
privileged one, as it pecurred between 
a lawyer ana nis client. Judge Van Wagoner 
finally ruled that, although Mitchell thougut be 
was MeChesney’s attorue 7 he knew it was from 
other parties, through McChesney, and. as the 
litter repudiated the whole matter anyhow, the 
Court concluded to let Mitebeil detail the conver- 
sation. Miteheli said that when he arrived ta 
McChesney’s office, after some preliminary talk, 
he toid McChesney that he was the attorney of the 
salvon-keepers’ association in the county, and 
was consequently on friendly terms with tbe 
Brewers’ Association. McChesney replied that 
he knew that, and that he had accordingly 
sent for hin. He said the Sunday clause 

f the Downing law related, he 
thought, only to St. Louis and the old city of 
St. erdinand, now Florissant. Mr. Mitchell 
cogtinued: “I told him that tne Town Council 
were aliin fayor of Sunday liquor selling, and 
that an election would result in favor of liquor 
selling on Sunday.

THE PACIFIC ROAD DEBT. 

The House Committee on Pacific Railroads 
has at least declined to adopt the suggestions 
of the majority of the sub-committee. 
Messrs. WILson of Iowa and JorvDAN of 
Ohio made a report that was an insult to the 
intelligence and honesty of the House, when 
they declined toamend any of the real de- 
fects of the Thurman act, and seriously ar- 
gued that it was the duty of Congress to let 
the earnings of the subsidized roads be used 
to build other roads for the owners, instead 
of to pay their indebtedness to the Govern- 
ment. 

The full committee nas made THourso's 
minority report the basis of a bill extending 
the provisions of the Thurman act to all. 
the roads aided with loans of Govern- 
ment bonds, and amending those provisions 
by requiring each of those roads to 
pay thirty-five per cent of their net 
earnings into a sinking fund, to be 
invested by the Secretary of the Treasury 
for the liquidation of their indebtedness. 
Their interests are liberally cared for in the 
provisions for the management of this fund. 
As to the payments due for transportation 
of Government troops, etc., hitherto retained 
and applied to the sinking fund, which 
action the courts dave held to be in violation 
of the prior lien ef the railroad bondholders, 
the bill provides that this money, amounting 
with interest to about $10,000,000, shall not 
be returned to the compan ies, but remain in 
the sinking fund to be applied to the ex- 
tinguishment of said prior lien. Another 
amendment authorizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury to retain for this purpose all 
future sums due the roads for Government 
transportation on all lines leased or operated 
by them tothe extent of their interest in 
such earnings. 

These provisions, compared with those 


very feeble attempt to secure the amount 
due the Government, especially as they are 
accom panied by no definition § ok 
whatis meant by net earnings. That was 
really the weak pointof the Thurman act. 
It makes very little difference to the roads 
whether they are required to set apart 5 per 
cent or 50 per cent for the payment of their 
debts, so long as they are permitted to com- 
pute net ear nings as heretofore. It is notor- 
ious that the net earnings of the Central Pa- 
cific in sixteen years made four people worth 
$80,000,000. The other roads they now own 
are worth far more than the Certral Pacific, 
and the Government has no lien on them, 
The Union Pacific is supposed to own 
a vast amount of the stock and bonds of 
other corporations, and it ls believed that 
the cost of the same has entered into the 
computation of its net earnings. Anyhow 
the percentage of net earnings they have 
paid under this Thurman act so far, is ri- 
diculously small compared with the business 
these roads do, and the monopoly rates they 
charge. 

It is es timated that this bill will increase 
the Pacific road sinking fund payments 
about $1,500,000 a year, and that this will 
amount toan aggregate increase of about 
$26,000,000 by the time the bonds fall due in 
1898. According to no calculation we have 
yet seen, will this secure one-half of the 
huge debt that will then be due to the Gov- 
ernment. Such legislation mav be excused 
on the ground that half a loaf is better than 
no bread. But it looks like trifling with, if 
not conniving at, a monstrous fraud. The 
net earnings of those roads are sufficient to 
enable them to meet the interest on the 
Government bonds they borrowed, and to 
provide a fund for the payment of the same 
at maturity. That, too, without prejudice 
to any priot hen, and without crippling 
them in any way.

THE COWHIDED JUDGE. 

The cowhiding of Judge Rerp of the Su- 
perior Court at Mount Sterling, Ky., the 
other day, has been treated in a way that in- 
dicates the dawning of anew spirit in that 
State, According to all Kentucky prece- 
dents, Judge Rerp would have been required 
to “Jay for“ his assailant with a shotgun and 
give the Coronera job.

Colonel Bob's Expensive Wooden Struct- 
ure--Plans and Cost of the Building 
A Fine Summer Abode, 


Speciai Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Plans of Col. Bob Ip- 
gersoll’s log-house in New Mexico have reached 
bere. They are unique and hence interesting. 
The house isa more expensive affair than that 
of Joaquin Miller’s, the poet of the Sierras, 
whose log-house on the hill, just north from the 
White House, overlooks Washington. Col. Inger- 
soll's summer resideuce in Colfax County, New 
Mexico, isto be, according to the plans which 
your correspondent has just had the privilege of 
seeing, a huge affair. The rooms will number over 
twenty, some of them as large as a good sized 
New Mexico house, and as they are atrung to- 
gether in the most peculiar and fantastic shapes 
possible the buliding will be a curious one. 

COL. INGERSOLL, 

as has been already announced, bas recently pur- 
chased from ex-Senator Dorsey of Star-Route 
fame an interest in his huge cattle ranche in New 
Mexico. This rauche ts located in Colfax Coun- 
ty, in the northeast portion of New Mexico, and 
consists of some 24,000 acres of land in over 100 
“locations,” which include all the valuable 
springs in that section ofthe eounty. That 


they do things on a large sealetn Newz Mexico 1s 
shown by tbe single fact that the county. in which 
this ranch is situated is as large as the State of 
Massachusetts. Dorsey’s ranch, whicn is vaiued 
at $2,000,000 and has 45,000 head of cattle on it, is 
located about the center of the county. * this 
he is building this house for Col. Ingersoll. The 
building is to be entirely of Jogs, with the bark 
upon them, but dressed down thin and well oiled. 
Some of the rooms, as will be seen by the plans 
given below, are more than twenty feet square, 
aud trom that run down to half that size. The in- 
terior is to be finished in woods, mountain 
mahogany and white pine, finished in hot oil. 
Some of the rooms will be plastered, others fin- 
ished with this native wood. To such an extent 
is the rustic idea carried in the construction of 
this queer, quaint building that even the window- 
frames are to be of wood, with the bark still upon 
it. The windows are to be of odd, fantastic 
shapes, with stained glass: no two of the 76 or 100 
in the great building are, alike. Col. 
Ingersoll’s family consists of Dut four peo- 
ple—himself and wife aad two daughters—yet 
the house is to be large enough for thirty people. 
The entire building is to be only one story in 
height, except asto the library, which ts sur- 
rounded by an observatory 30 feet high. Work- 
men are now busily engaged in laying founda- 
tions, haulivg logs from the groves, neatly dress- 
ing them down and polishing them yp, and soon 
the walis will begin to make their appearance 
above ground. From this time until July from 
TWENTY TO THIRTY WORKMEN 

will be constantly engaged upon it. To build an 
ordinary log house is no slight task, but when you 
come to build one with over twenty rooms which 
are connected in the most absurd and fantastic 
manner with all sorts of angles and quaint de- 
sigus which are to cost money and take time, tt 
is a still greater task. Col. Ingersoll's log house 
will cost [rom $10,000 to $15,000. The estimate on 
the house liseli is $10,000, and when fences, and 
fountains, and grounds, and telephones and af- 
faire of this kind are added, the cost will run up 
to nearly $15,000. Telephones and log houses are 
not supposed to go ig A weil together, yetitisa 
curious fact that Col. Ingersoll, in this lar awa 
Western retreat, upon a ranch which it takes al- 
most a day to ride across, Will be in constant tele- 
phonic connection with five or six towns, and with 
a large number of intelligent people. Trinidad, 
Col., Raton, New Mexico; Troyberg, Capilin and 
Springer are all to be connected by telephone 
wiih the new house. The curious uctagonal - 
brary at the westernend of the great house is to 
be well furnished with books, for Col. Ingersoll 
and his family are to spend the summer months 
from Juve to October there. Every room is to be 
turuisned with a large fire-place, and there will 
be large tall chimneys, some inglde aud some out- 
side, as the taste of the architect may suggest, 
constructed of red brick and dressed stone. There 
will be broad veraudas aud wide balls, the win- 
duws large aud roofs high and steep. The dis- 
tanee around this huge, straggling, lantastic log 
structure will be 940 feet, almost a quarter of 4 


mile. 

What Col. Ingersoll’s iaea is in thus preferring 
to bury himself in the far Southwest during the 
summer months when the glories of the seasiae, 
with its Cape May or Long Branch or Mt. Des- 
sert, or the temptations of the mountains, or of 
the pleasures of Saratoga which offer 
him nearer home, has been the subject 
of considerable speculation. It is understood, 
however, that one of bis objects is to get away as 
faras possible from the very features witen 
would surround him at the more popular 
and populous summer resorts aud 
thus enable him to give undivided at- 
tention to some literary works which he has for 
some time been desirousof undertaking. One of 
these is on the doctrines of Chrisiianity, written 
in his own peculiar style, and another a pullo- 
sophicai work which it is expected will prove to 
be both interesting and valuable.

Then Mr. Byrne telegrapnea H. D Me- 
Knight, president of the American Association 
in Pittsburg, and asked his advice. The 
reply was, it is said, to the effect 
that the money should be deposited in such a way 
that the decision of tne aroitration committee 
could give it to the proper party. During the day 
it Was rumored that the Boston team had refused 
to play on the Brooklyn grounds until the money 
dne the, Providence was paid. A Post-DisraTCcH 
correspondent talked with Capt. Morrill yesierday 
he game on the Polo grounds. Morrill 
said: “Ihave not beard that we were to cancel 
our date with the Brooklyns. I don’t see just 
what we bave got to do with the Providence 
money. The Boston team will 
not resolve itself into a committee 
to arbitrate on such a question.

St. Louis has a plentiful supply of enthusiasts 
who good naturedly bear the peculiar appellation 
applied to base-ball lovers, but Philadelphia has 
amore abundant stock, to judge from an inter- 
view between the manager of the Philadelphia 


Club and.a Record reporter: 

*Crauks on base-bal!?” ejaculated the veteran 
player and manager, Harry Wright, yesterday, in 
answer to the reporter’s query. “Well, I shouid 
say there are cranks in base-bali. and hundreds 
ofthem. They are becoming worse each year, 
and increasing in numbers. II is really remark- 
able how men lose their heads over the game, 
And many of them are really dangerous. We 
had an example of this down in Providence last 
year, when acrank snapped a revolver iu Car- 
roll’s face. Fora couple of months that man 
bothered us. He hung around the ground and 
haa but one desire to be gratified, and anat was 
to be permitted to pitch for us. He thought 
he could knock out aby batsman ever 
seen. The fellow waited upon every vis- 
iting club and veseeched the manager to give him 
achance. The boya tolerated him, and hada 
great deal of sport at his expense. One day they 
gol him to pitching, and then turned the hose on 
iim, The crank did not like this, but said noth- 
ing. That afternvon we lost our game, and this
